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Can Diseases Be Jugulated ? 


JOHN R. FEARN, M. D., Oakland, Cal. From eclectic Medical Journal. 


During the last eight or ten years, 


the words jugulate and jugulated are 


terms that have been rather frequently 


made use of in medicine; before that 


time they had little or no place in or- 
dinary medical literature: as witness 
the fact that the ordinary medical dic- 
tionary, and even the general diction- 
ary as aterm with the meaning ordi- 
narily attached to it by medical men 
to-day haa no place for these words, 

In Webster’s distionary I find the 
word jugulate meant to cut the jugu- 
iar vein off, to cut off the throat. Jug- 
ulation is said to mean cutting of the 
throat, hence any interference by 
which something is brought to an end, 


Hence, according to this, to jugulate a 


case of sickness would be to bring that 
case to an end; a modified meaning 
would be, any procedure which would 


modify any given case of sicknesss, so 


that its usual course should be very 
much changed, and the usual time of 
its duration should be considerably 
curtailed. 

If you ask me if I believe the ordi-

ience) that the ordinary sicknesses of 
the body may be modified in point of 
suffering, and also in point of dura- 
tion, to a very large extent, by proper 


medical care and treatment; and this. 


is what I understand by jugulating 
disease. 


According to this sabia of the 


meaning of the word jugulate, the early — 


Botanic and Eclectic physicians were 
very successful in jugulating disease. 
Their methods, undoubtedly, were 
very crude, often very distasteful when 


eompared with modern esthetic means, 


yet no fair minded person acquainted 
with the practice of these men will 
cast a shade of doubt on the faet of 
their eminent success in the practice of 
médicine. 
When I first began the widaladals 
study of medicine, it was my good for- 
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tune to come under the care of one of 
these men, and I was with him for a 
period of about eight years, enjoying 
his instructions, and witnessing his 
success. He was equally at home in 
the treatment of either acute or chronic 
disease. But it was in the treatment 
of fevers where he especially shone. 
His success was such that his fame 
spread for along distance, and he was 
in mucb demand; the people among 
whom he practiced named him Fever 
Master. I never kuew a man with as 
muh practice as he had, to have as 
little use for undertikers as de had. 
And this man was only a type of hun- 
dreds of men in Englund and America, 
who had like success. And what were 
the diseases they thus jugulated? 
Such diseases as pleuritis, pneumonitis, 
pericarditis, peritonitis, enteritis, bil- 
ious, idiopathic, and continued fevers, 
and the last which I will mention, but 
uot the least to be dreaded, cynanche 
maligna, or putrid sore throat. Ever 
since I have been able to reason on 
these subjects. I have thought with 
Pierre Bretonneau, of Tours, that this 
putrid malignant cynanche was noth- 
ing but diphtheria. ‘These Hclectic 
fathers jugulated these diseases: that 
ix, accurding to my interpretation, they 
"very much modified or changed them 
in severity, and wherever it was possi- 
ble reduced the duration of these dis- 
eases, 

These men knew nothing about pha- 
gocytes or phagocytosis; but they did 
understand the importance of sustain- 
ing the vital forces, and this they did 
by beimg careful to get the stumach 
into such condition that it would crave 


ing practical therapeutics. 


food, and then be able to digest and 
assimilate it. The science of bacteri- 
ology and the germ theory of disease, 
were things which gave them no anxi- 
etv; but they did understand the im- 
portance of restoring restrained secre- 
tion; they knew well how to open the 
great flood gates of waste, and stimu- 
late all the emunctories, and thus get 
rid of poisonous and cacoplastic mate- 
rial, and so leave disease nothing to 
fatten on, 

And what were the remedies used by 
these men? They knew nothing of 
high-priced German remedies; ovarine, 
cerebrine, testine, spermine, cardeine, 
and antitoxine, were remedies of which 
they had never heard. Their remedies 
were herbal, prepared in the form of 
infusions, decoctions, tinctures, some 
extracts, and a liberal use of hydro- 
pathic measures. With these simple 
weapons they fought disease, and ob- 
tained results which were remarkable. 
They laid the foundation on this conti- 
nent of the American system of medi- 
cine—a system which in the hands of 
their successors is still a successful sys- 
tem. Physicians of the Eclectic school 
have been men of deeds and not words; 
while others have been dealing in high 
sounding words, they have been apply- 
In fact, 
without knowing’ it, they have been 
jugulating disease all over this broad 
land; they have been proving that it is 
possible to rob disease of its terrors, 
both as to the severity of suffering and 
the time over which such suffering 
shall extend. And if we ask these 
physicians, from Maine to California, 
whether diseases can be jugulated 
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they will answer with a confidence born 
of past successes, yes, they can. 

But now to come down to one phase 
of disease, we ask the question that is 
uppermost in the minds of very many 
physicians, and that is, Can typhoid 
fever'be jugulated ? With the former 
explanation of this term in view, I 
answer without the least hesitation or 
mental reservation whatever, Yes, ty- 
phoid fever can be jugulated. Before 
- going into this subject further, I will 
call attention to an article in the Amer- 
ican Med. Journal, by P. A Spain,M.D. 
Paris, Texas, Taking it as a whole, it 
is the best medical journal article f 
have seen, and for the good sense it 
contains I could wish it were copied 
into every medical journal in the land. 
I believe with Dr. Spain, that in a 
given case, where we are not called to 
the case until there is degeneration of 
mucous membrane and serious involve- 
ment of Peyer’s glands, it savors of 
quackery to talk of breaking up such 


a case in ten days. 1 would say here — 


most emphatically it can not be done. 

The trouble is, cheap reputation is 
made by a class of physicians by call- 
ing simple cases of fever typhoid fever, 
which under proper treatment, should 
not last over two days, 

Let me illustrate. Some years ago I 
was asked while away from home, to 
prescribe for a lady who had fever. 
AsI could get no particulars, I sent a 
simple aconite fever prescription. The 
next morning 1 saw a member of the 

family who informed me that the med- 
icine did no good; so they called in a 
physician that night. The next morn- 
ing he called again; the fever was 


gone, and they were informed that the 
physician had brocen up a case of ty- 
phoid fever, | 

Some time ago I heard that a prom- 
inent physician was very sick with tv- 
phoid fever and that he had two train- 
ed nurses with him so serious was his 
case. On the third day I called at the 
house to inquire, and was told that he 
was gone to attend patients at his 
office, Itseems to me this was jugu- 
lating with a vengeance. Need I say 
these were not cases of typhoid fever? 

Over twenty years ago I began to 
teach the doctrine that typhoid fever 
could be aborted. Mind you, I said 


aborted, net jugulated, and I further 
stated that if the treatment was begun 


early it could be brought to a close in 
the second week. There might oc- 
casionally be an exception, as for in- 
stance where a perawbulating typhoid 


| had not been detected, where the ap- 


proach had been so insidious that seri- 


ous bowel lesions had taken place be- 


fore such lesion was suspected. Such 
a case as that would do well to get 
through in three weeks, My assertions 
were ridiculed, but I proved the truth 
of these assertions in actual practice. 
Two men, relatives, came down with 
the disease—bad cases; one I treated 
after the abortive method; the fever 
was broken, and the patient convalese- 


tag. Petory the end of the second week. 


The other was treated by his physician 


after the old plan; he had a long run 


of fever. Two other cases soon follow- 
ed the force of the disease was con- 
trolled, and during the second week 
physicians, friends of the respective 
patients, came in, and they were sur- 
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prised to find everything doing so well. 
In one case [I had been giving mild 
laxatives to get rid of the poisonous 
fecal matter in the bowels; my giving 
laxatives was criticised. In the other 
case the stomach was doing nicely, 
and I permitted him ‘to eat a portion 
of soft baked apple, which was well 
borne. At this time there was an indi 
cation for acids, and I had just been 


- reading an article from the pen of 


Prof. John King, stating that he had 
given hard cider in such cases. I gave 
spoontul doses of cider with the hap- 
piest results. These doctors had never 
heard tell of such a thing and the 
apple and cider were criticised, in spite 
of the fact that the patient enjcyed 
them, and improved on their use. This 
experience was had in Ohio, and no 
one who has practiced on the Western 
Reserve in that State will doubt about 


the virility of typhoid fever in that. 


sectiun. The three cases above men- 
tioned, with other experience there, 
convinced me that the disease could be 
aborted, or, as we now eall it jugu- 
lated. 

It is now more than twenty years 
since the cases mentioned above were 
treated, and the years that have prov- 
ed to me that my position is right, that 
typhoid fever can be aborted; and yet 
itis not long since my position was 
criticised by a physician in this city. 
Soon after coming to California, I 
took charge of a case that I diagnosed 
as malignant disease of the bowels. 
It was characterized by hemorrhages. 
Typhoid fever set in and was treated 
on the abortive plan. Soon the ty- 
phoid was controlled, and the patient 


was kept in a condition of comfort; 


but I prognosed a fatal ending on ac- 
count of the serious bowel lesions 
which had been Jong coming on. The 
patient's friends would not believe his 
case so grave; so at my suggestion 
they called other physicians in counsel. 
These physicians had nothing to offer; 
the fever was not the cause of alarm, 
but, according to my prognosis, it was 
the hemorrhage from the long con- 
tinued bowel trouble that caused the 
fatal termination. 

Another case occuring about this 
time I will note on account of the 


grave feats it gave rise to among the 


patients’ friends for his life. The 
bowels had become quite involved 
when treatment was begun. The usual 
abortive plan was pursued, with the 
happiest results; the disease was so 
controlled that in the second week he 
was quite comfortable, taking nourish- 
ing food and changing from one bed 


to another every night, so that he had 


the advantage of-a well aired bed, and 
a freshly ventilated room twice in 
twenty-four hours. Owing to the sev- 
ertv of the onset, this case, though do- 
ing so well,yet had a few of the charac- 
teristic conditions, though in a mild 
form, for nearly three weeks. 


Next a boy about six years old. The 


case was undoubtedly typhoid, but it 
did remarkably well, and showed the 
importance of the use of intestinal an- 
tisepties, for his home and surround- 
ings were not at all what they sbould 
have been. 

IT might give other cases, but the 
cases I have given are fairly illustrative 
of the work that can be done. They 
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cover cases in the families of the poor 
and the homes of the well to do. They 
were each and all genuine cases of ty- 
phoid, and they answer in the affirma- 
tive the question which stands at the 
head of the latter section of this paper, 
Can typhoid fever be jugulated, or, as 
as I have put it, aborted? I say again, 
yes, it can. | 

You will now be asking, do I use 
the Woodbridge treatment? Ianswer, 
no. Mina you, I do not underrate his 


methods or belittle his success. He 


and I have the same general ends in 
view. Some who are surprised at the 
doctor’s success say, to explain that 
success, that typhoid fever is not the 
same as it was twenty or thirty years 
avo. I answer, if the same bacillus 


that caused the disease years ago is re- 


sponsible for the disease today, then 
with the same environments and treat- 
ment today we might expect the same 
death-rate. Undoubtedly the same 
bacilus is at work today, but under 
the Woodbridge treatment the death- 
rate is wonderfully lowered. In my 
own experience, with the abortive plan, 
! have not registered a death from 
uncomplicated typhoid. You may ask 
what I object to in the Woodbridge 


treatment. It is that every case is 


treated practically alike; every case be- 
gins with tablets of podophyllin, mer- 
curous chloride mild, guaiacol carbon- 
ate, menthol, and eucalyptol, and with 
sight changes this is the treatment 
for every stage. Nowlam too much 
of a specific medicationist to feel like 
treating all so nearly alike, and there- 
fore [ vary my remedies according to 
specific conditions or indications. In 


justice to Dr. Woodbridge it should be 
said we work for the same end, remov- 
ing the factor which is the cause of the 
typhoid, but our methods are a little 
different. 

Treatment—Medicine.—Be sure in 
giving remedies to have a specific ob- 
ject in viev. No disease furnishes a 
better field for the student in specific 
medication than this—study the indi- 
cations as they arise, then give the 
specific medicine indicated, each case 
to be treated on its own merits. These 
indications once learned are learned 


for good; they do not have to be un- 


learned. Nothing is more important 
in this disease than to watch the work- 
ings of the great emunctories.. Some 
times the kidneys cannot do their work 
by reason of disease or enfeeblement, 
then the skin must do vicarious work- 
its own work,and largely that of the kid- 
neys, get the filth out of the body,for that 
is the pabulum on which the fever feeds. 
I have known physicians stand by and 


say let the fever burn out like the soot 


burns in a chimney.on fire; you cannot 


help. But I say while the fever burns 


up the disease germs there is danger 
of burning up the body. 

Hydropathic Means,— These have been 
of wonderful service as indicated. I 
have used cold, tepid, or hot sponging, 


the comfort of the patient always be- 


ing consulted. I have used the spirit 
vapor bath, the hot blanket and tepid 


. sheets pack. I have never put my pa- 


tients from the warm bed into a very 
cold bath; to me it has always seemed 
cruel and unnecessary —the nearest ap- 
proach has been the cold pack to the 
abdomen, which when indicated, has 
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been of remarkable comfort and utility. 
Antiseptic Treatment.—The means 


above reported have kept the patient 


externally clean. The most important 
means to keep things sweet and clean 
within is to give the patient abundance 
of pure water, and this should be dis- 
tilled if possible, You cannot give 


cold water in sufficient quantities;there- _ 


fore temperature may vary from cold 


to hot; give plenty. I can remember 


how I used to be afraid of increasing 
bowel trouble by the free use of dil- 


uents, butIlam notnow. If conditions 


are those of alkalinity give acids; if 
acidity give alkalies with the diulents; 
water cools, it sweetens, it cleanses. 
In the first week enemas of plain or 


medicated water will do good work. — 


I used torely on water as the antisep- 


tic, but now we have other adjuncts. 


When first echinacea angustifolia came 
into use I began to use it, but I 
thought it did not agree with the 
stomach as well as sulpho-carbolate of 
zine. I think echafolta would be bet- 
ter than echinacea. In my hands the 
sulpho-carbolate of zinc stands in the 
first rank as an intestinal sweetener. 
Subnit. bismuth isa very good remedy, 
so 1s calomel. 
Feeding.—If the foregoing hints have 
been attended to you will have very 
little trouble with food; the stomach 
being kept clean, abundance of good 
liquid food may be taken, and thus the 
patient is nourished. I have had but 


little trouble with my patients; in fact 


I have had physicians say, how do you 
keep your patients eating so? 

I will close by citing a case in my 
practice a few weeks ago. A very 
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delicate boy fell sick, after a ttip in 


the country. As showing a common. 
origin, three boys of the party were 
sick, two were under my care; this one 
being delicate was the sickest one, 
For a week the fever continued,though 
its severity was kept in check. J kept 
close watch for enteric lesiuns. When 
visiting my patient one morning his 
mother informed me that he was not 
near so well. On examining the abdo- 
men found he was quite tender in the 
lower portion of right side of abdomen; 


there was a good deal of gurgling 


under slight pressure, his bowels were 
running with the characteristic colored 
stools; an enema was given to cleanse 
the bowels, he was put in a warm 
blanket pack, and every two hours 
through the day he took about two 
grains sulphc-carb. zine, four grains 
subnitrate bismuth and one sixteenth 
grain of calomel; his fever, which had 
been going up, began to recede, and 
the boy did well, the tenderness and 
tendency to bloating of abdomen, and 


the high fever soon began to abate. 


His friends, who had seen much sick- 
ness, were astonished at the results, 
for his fever had gone up till it reached 
105 temperature. But I must close by 
saying I know by experience diseases 
can be jugulated, and coming to the 
point, so much questioned today, I say, 
as I have said for muny years, typhoid 
fever can be jugulated.

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Some Ancient Medical History. |

There are people in the world today 
who make use of herbs and plants 
whose flavor and properties are nau- 
seating to us; these customs are mostly 
so many legacies from a remote past: 
For instance, castor oil, with which 
the African Berbers rub their limbs, 
and with which the Fellahin of Egypt 
season their bread and vegetables, was 
preferred before all others by. the 
Kuropeans of the Pharonic age for 


anointing their body and for culinary 


use. The Fellahin of Egypt today 
flavor their salads and mayounaise with 
castor oil; the taste is not so disagree- 
able as might at first be imagined. 

The most ancient races began life 
by eating indiscriminately of every 
kind of plant and fruit which the 
country produced, as well as all varie- 
ties of animal life. When their thera- 
peutic virtues had been learned by 
experience, many were banished as 
articles of diet and retained only as 
medicines; some found a place as 


funeral sacrifices. Many varieties con- 


tinue to be used as articles of food and 
medicine today, e. g., the acid fruit of 
the nabeca and the carob tree, the 
astringent fig of the sycamore, the in- 
sipid pulp of the dom-palm, the com- 
mon fig, and the grape. From time 
immemorial the art of wine making 
was known in Egypt, the most ancient 
monuments enumerate half a dozen 
brands. Vetches, lupins, beans, chick- 


pea, lentils, onions, fenugreek, the 
banana, the melaleuca, the asarum, the 
cassia, all grew wild and were cul- 
tivated as articles of food and med- 
icine. The paprus and lotus, the lily 
and durrah and twenty kinds of grain 


were all known to the ancient Egyp- 


tians back to the remotest antiquity. 
Egypt is naturally a very salubrious 
country, and the Egyptians boasted 
that they were the healthiest of all be- 
ings, but they did not neglect any 
precautions to maintain their health. 
Every month, for three successive days, 
they purged the system by means of 


emetics or clysters. The study of 


medicine was divided between special- 
ists; each physician attending to one 
kind of illness only. Every place pos- 
sessed several doctors, some for dis- 
orders of the eye, others for the head, 
some for the teeth, some for the stom- 


ach and some for internal diseases. 


The professional doctor treated all 
kinds of maladies, but as with us there 
were specialists who were consulted in 
preference to the general practitioner. 
Where ophthalmia and affections of the 
intestines raged violently, we neces- 
sarily find many oculists as well as 
doctors for internal maladies. Affec- 
tions of the eyes occupy one-fourth of 
the famous Egyptian Ebers medical 


papyrus. 
The principal diseases from which 
the ancient Egyptians suffered are 
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with us today; ophthalmia, affections 
_of the stomach and abdomen (a large 


number of prescriptions for stomach 
diseases are found in the Ebers medical 
papyrus), diseases of the bladder, in- 
testinal worms, varicose veins, leg 
ulcers, Nile pimple, epilepsy, anemia, 
(for which there were about as many 


remedies as there are today). The 


fertility of the Egyptian woman entail- 
ed a number of infirmities or local 
affections, which the doctors attempted 
to relieve, with varying auceess. Con- 
siderable space was devoted to the 
problem of determining the sex of the 
unborn child (a la Prof. Schenck of 
Vienna). 

Here is the diagnosis of gastric fever 
s0 common in Egypt, taken from the 


very aneient medical papyrus in the 


museum at Berlin: “The abdomen is 
heavy, the pit of the stomach painful, 
the heart burns and palpitates violent- 
ly. The elothing oppresses the sick 
man, and he ean barely support it. 
Nocturnal thirst. His heart is sick as 


that of a man who has eaten of the 


sycamore gum. ‘The flesh loses its 
sensitiveness as that of a man seized 
with illness. If he seeks to satisfy a 
want of nature he finds no relief. Say 
to this, ‘there is an aecumulation of 
humors in the abdomen, which makes 
the heart sick. I will act.’” A mod- 
ern physician could scarcely diagnose 


a case more clearly. A whole series of 


diagnosis worded with much clearness 
in the treatise on disease of the stom- 
ach are found in the EKbers papyrus. 
The medication recommended—like 
that of today—comprised nearly every- 
thing which could in some way or 


other be swallowed, whether in the 
solid mucilaginous or liquid form; veg: 
etable remedies are numbered by the 
score, from the most modest of herbs 
to the largest trees. Such as the syca- 
more, acacia and cedar, of which the 
sawdust and shavings were supposed 
to possess both antiseptic and emollient 
properties, Among the mineral sub- 


stances are to be noted sea-salt, alum, 


nitre, sulphate of copper, and a score 
different kinds of stones including the 
‘‘Memphite stone’ (philosophers stone); 
flesh taken from the dead or living 
subject, the heart, the liver, the gall, 
the blood, either dried or fresh, of 
animals, the hair and horns of stags, 
the brain of the tortoise, the dung of 
the lion, ete. They were up to date 
on animal extracts and serum therap:. 

It was thought, as many of us still 
think, that the healing power was in- 
creased by multiplying the remedies in 


@ prescription, as each ingredient wag 


supposed to act on a different region, 
and after injestion of the whole, each 
ingredient s3parated itself from the 
rest and aeted upon its own particular 
region, 

They prescribed pills, potions, poul- 
tices, ointments, draughts, infusions, 
wines, emetics, enemas, liniments, mix- 
tures, coufections, ete, They gave 
prescriptions, and sometimes manu- 
factured their own medicines, The 
physician prescribed the ingredients, 
ground them either separately or to- 
gether, macreated them in the proper 
way, boiled them, reduced thei by 
heating and filtered them through fine 
linen. Fat was the vehicle for oint- 
ments, pure water for potions, or wine, 
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beer, vinegar, milk, or oil of ben. 

They sweetened with honey, and 
ordered the potion taken night and 
morning, hot. The use of more than 
one of these mixtures became world- 
wide famous; the Greeks borrowed 
them from Egypt, and we have piously 
accepted them from the Greeks. Our 
contemporaries still prescribe and mix 
and swallow with resignation many of 
the abominable mixtures invented upon 
the banks of the Nile centuries before 
the building of the pyramids, 

The ancient American Indian and an- 
cient Egyptian practiced phlebotomy. 
They bled the sick man because they 
believed the evil spirit which afflicted 
him would come away with the blood. 
Amongst civilized medical men phile- 
botomy continued down to very recent 


times, but the original superstition out 


of which it arose in this case, as in 
many others was foi gotten. 

There is an opportunity here for the 
philosopher to meditate upon the per- 
versity of human nature and the per- 
sistence of hereditary error. The 


superstition of one age becomes the 


science of another; men were first bled 
to withdraw the evil spirit, then to 
cure the disease; and a practice whose 
origin is lost in the night of ages is 
continued into the midst of civilization, 
and only overthrown after it has sent 
millions of human beings to untimely 
graves. The best blood of the world, 
the master spirits, philosophers, poets, 
sages, and the best of the rank and file 
have been sacrificed to this moloch 
through ignorance and bigotry. 
Athotes, son of Menes, first King of 
Egypt was a physician, and left ana- 


tomical works; this is as far back as 
written history goes, although at tbat 
early date, Egypt was a highly civil- 
ized country. In an ancient Aztec 
legend of the deluge mention is made 
of the manufacture of the wine of 
Agave. A book on medicine dealing 
with diseases of women dates back to 
the first Egyptian dynasty. 

Teti of the second dynasty wr te 
books on medicine; also Taserthras. 
Keops, builder of the great pyramid, 
wrote a medical treatise. It was found 
in a good state of preservation in a 
temple at Coptis in Egypt. It is now 
in the British museum. 

Esculapius is the Greek representa- 
tive of the ancient Egyptian God of 
Medicine, That. Hippocrates was a 
student of the Eyyptian priests of 


Sais. So we will have to look farther 


back than ancient Greece for the fath- 
ers and Gods of medicine, The Greeks 


were mere tyros, their masters are 


nearly forgotten. 


A CASE OF ?

In the January number of this journal 
Dr. A. M. F., has ‘‘A Case Of ?” 


Possibly the case is @ more or less — 


abnormal irritability of the mucous 
membrane of the csophagus. The 
patient may occasionally only take a 
glass, possibly zwei or dred lager, then 
“at very irregular intervals, and only 
during sleep,” “his lancinating pains in 
the point of the tongue” very likely 
occur. 


If the irritation is not caused by 
beer, the patient may in the evening 
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possibly take some other drink or food 


that has the irritating influence on his 
esophagus. In case this diagnosis is 
correct, then avoiding the irritating 
cause is the proper remedy. If the 
patient's cesophagus is generally in an 
irritated state, the Dr. muy prescribe: 
Hid. ext. hydrastis gtt. xviii 
Sodii biearbonate All 
Aqua font. 
M Sig. Tablespoonful every 3 hours,

“Physiological Question’’ Answered. 


San Francisco, Jan, 8, 1898. 
Dear Epiror:—In the January issue 
of Our JourNnaL a correspondent asks a 
solution of the following question: 


“Suddenly placing the right hand 
some hot object and jerking it away, 


whatis in detail the nervous phenomena 
occurring from beginuing to. end of 
each, how do the impulses travel, etc.?” 

In answer, the following may assist 


one to properly understand the phe- 


nomena and actions: 

I. The use of the right or the left 
hand in the above act, 1s, in this answer, 
I suppose immaterial, except that the 


reflex action on the right hand is re- 


tiexed trom centre cells of a centre in 


the cerebellum of the left cerebellar 
hemisphere, and the action on the left 


hand is reflexed from ceuter-cells in 


the cerebellum of the right cerebellar 


hemisphere. 
If. Placing the hand on a hot ob- 


ject, may be voluntary, or accidental. 


If voluntary, the nervous phenomena 


is as follows: 


The vital principle (soul, mind) of 
our body, acting as a stimulus, in this 
case a spiritual stimulus on certain 
centre-cells of the cerebral convolu- 
tions, which forward a material stimu: 
lus through nerve-fibres to certain 
centre-eells of the cerebellum. The 
Jatter is a part of the motor apparatus 
and contains the reflex centre govern- 
ing co-ordinate muscular actions; con- 
sequently, an impulse (by reflex) from 
the cerebeilum is transmitted through 
nerve-fibres to the muscles of the arm, 
ealling these muscles into action, and 
the hand is placed on, or jerked away 
from the hot object. The voluntary 
act and nervous phenomena in placing 
the hand on some hot object, or jerking 
it away, are in each case similar, but 


the reflexes are through different cells 


located in the same reflex nervyous- 


eentre. 
If the aet be accidental, not volun- 


tary, then the nervous phenomena in 
placing or jerking away the hand is as_ 


follows: In placing the hand on some 
het object, affects cells of the sensation 
of touch, painful or not, forwarding 2 
material stimulus from the cells of the 
hand through nerve-fibres of the eere- 
bro-spinal system to the same above 
stated refiex center-cells of the cere- 
bellum; consequently, an original spir- 
itual (voluntary) stimulus from the 
vital principle (soul, mind), or an orig: 
inal material stimulus voluntary or 
aceidental from local touch of an organ, 
no matter which, all do their work, 
that is, each stimulus, spiritual or 
material, must work through the same 
reflex center-cells, in order to produce 
a particular function or action of, or 
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on, an organ; the function or action of 
the above proposition was the placing 
on to, or jerking away the hand. You 
notice that, the spiritual stimulus came 
from above through the cells of the 
cerebral convolutions, the material 
stimulus came from below through the 
-eells of the hand, yet, both have to be 
reflected by the same centre-cells of 
the cerebellum, before the hand 1s en- 
abled to act.

TORBUS AMOR, TREATIIENT.

Love sickness is a spasmodic, malig- 
nant, epidemic or endemic acute infec- 
tious disease. It appears first as 
jriendship but, as the disease advances, 
it resolves itself into enamorment and 
finally, if desperate and efficacious 
measures are not enacted it develops 


into matrimony which always results 


in death to single bliss. 

Errooey. . The cause of this raven- 
ous malady is a specific poison (bacilli 
or bacteria). It usually developes 
slowly and is not always contagious. 
The poison (bacteria or bacill) is trans- 
uitted from one to another by careless 
persons bringing their lips in such 
proximity with one contaminated with 
the terrible disease as to facilitate 
transmigration or infection. 

It seems to be as prolific in one 
climate as another (Klondike not ex- 
cepted) heat or cold having no per: 
ceptible affect upon it. No age is ex- 
empt and one attack does not protect 
‘rom another always. The period of 


incubation is from a few hours to six 
months usually. 

Symptoms: Eyes usually bright, face 
flushed, temperature low, and patient 
tries to hug up closely to warm bodies 
incessantly. There is an expression of 
anxiety or expectancy especially after 
supper. Muscular rigidity is nearly 


always present usually amounting to- 


awkwardness, quite frequently the arms 
get out of place. There is also a con- 
stant desire to rest the head upon 
something or somebody. The hands 
seem void of animation and are revived 
to their normal condition only by be- 
ing clasped and held tightly for an 
hour or two. There is usually loss of 


appetite except for gum drops and ex- 


tracts of tulips (two lips). Quite 


frequently there is cardiac hyper- 


trophy. 
Prognosis: Uncertain. 
TREATMENT: To strengthen patient 


olive: 
R Pulv. Oatii Ziv 
Sodii chlor. gr ill 
Aqua Rose q. s. ad 


Mis. Boil 20 minutes then add milk 
et sugar q. 8. to suit patient’s taste. | 


Sig. Partake freely 4 or 5 times 
daily.

Kk ‘Tacks (snheric capitus) 


M Sig. One before each meal and — 


two on retiring. 

Patient should bathe feet in ice 
water (should the water begin to boil 
drop snow-balls into it); put mustard 
plaster (full strength) on back of neck, 
v0 to bed and if possible sleep. The 
effort to do so will usually effectually 
divert the patient’s mind from his 
trouble. 
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If patient does not show marked 
improvement very soon I would advise 


as a counter irritant the free and vig- 


orous application of the maternal slip- 
per for from three to five minutes to 
the gluteus maximus; if this fails, it is 
a sure case for the undertaker (of 
services 6) and license clerk.

In the future I may notice prepara- 
tions of this sort that are thus antag- 
onistic, that may be of interest to 
young readers.

it in 1886 in the Eclectic Med. Journal, 
page 230, by F. A. Moncton, M. D, of 
Australia, who “successfully treated a 
case of diabetes meliitus” with it. 
“Seven grains of the acid were given 
three times a day.” I recorded that in 
my note book, and in 1890, I had use 
for it.

(Chimaphila Umbellata)

Common names: 


Ground Holly, Wintergreen, Rheumatic weed, 
Pipsissewa. | 


Natural Order: Ericaceex, 


This herb is indigenous to the north 
temperate regions of both hemispheres, | 
and is found abundantly in the New 
England States, in dry shady woods; 
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flowering from May to August. 


The plant is recognized by its having 
five petals, ten stamens, with the fila- 
ments enlarged in the middle and the 
anthers conspicuously two-horned; the 
capsule is five celled and many seeded; 
it is a small shrub, being four to eight 
inches high, and bearing the leaves 


near the summit of the stem, and a 


terminal peduncle with five or six wax 
colored fiowers in a coryi bose © or 
crown-shaped umbel. 

_ The fresh leaves when rubbed are 


fragrant, the taste is astringent, sweet- 


ish, and not disagreeably bitter. The 
leaves contain gum, sugar, starch,

tannic acid, peptic acid, salicic acid, 
sulphuric acid, phosphoric acid, and a 
colorless, bitter, neutral principle, ar- 
butin.

and pus and the characteristic aromatic 
odor is absent, it is then the remedy 
for first place, In leucorrhma, gleet, 
specific urethritis male or female; this 
remedy will give satisfaction for inter- 
nal medication. In acute gonorrhca 
of the male, it quickly takes the teeth 
out of the urine, so to speak, and in 
most cases will prevent troublesome 
chordee, the urethra tolerating local 
treatment better.

fifth cranial nerve. Perhaps a sequel 
to la grippe, which I diagnuse to be 
congestion of the spinal cord at the 


base of the brain or rather of the 


madulla oblongata. The pain in the 
tongue is reflex and applications to the 


tongue in that case would be of no 


value. I would suggest blisters to the 


base of the brain and back of the ears. 


Examination may show tenderness 


along the cervical vertebra, if so, I 


would apply small blisters over the 


tender points along the neck as low as. 
between the shoulders. 

It is well to examine for spinal irri- 
tation where there is pain in a part 
without evidence of inflammation or 


disease. 
If the Dr’s patient is no better and 


he treats him for spinal irritation, I 


would be glad to know the result. —

AMPUTATION OF THE CERVIX. 

In a majority of cases of laceration 
of the cervix, the Emmett operation of 
freshening the surfaces and removing 
the scar tissues furnishes the best re- 
sults. The equilibrium of the uterus 
is better maintained by leaving the 
cervix its normal length. Shortening 
predisposes to displacement, by de- 
stroying the balance. 

Still there are many cases to which 


the Emmett operation is not applicable. 
The entire cervix needs removal. Old 


lacerations involving the vaginal vault 
and pelvic tissues, forming deep cicat- 
rizations need amputation. 

Dense fibrous tissue towards the 
canal, and cystic degeneration of mu- 
cous follicles from obstructed circula- 
tion are not amenable to local treat- 


ment. Such hard tissue which cuts 


with difficulty, grating under knife or 
scissors, is liable to become the seat of 
cancerous degeneration unless remoy- 
moved. Insome instances the external 
surface of the cervix is soft and elastic 
and the operator may not be aware of 
the condition until he commences his 
operation for trachelorraphy. _ 
Wherever we find this dense tissue 


with follicular cysts, amputation 


should be performed. The uterus 


should be dragged down by a vel- 
-sullem, and a circular incision made at 


the junction of the cervix with the 
vagina, the mucous membrane then 
separated, nearly if not quite as high 
as the internal oss. The cervix then 


amputated by the scissors leaving a 
cone shaped depression. The mucous 


membrane should be stitched to the os 
by catgut sutures. Latterly the mu- 
cous surface can be brought together 
and sutured. A tent of gauze placed 
for drainage and keeping the canal
